The proposed claim amendments, if entered, would require multiple new grounds of rejection. 
For example, Claims 67-69 would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, for lack of 

antecedent basis for the phrase "the composition of claim 66" because Claim 66 is directed to a method, 

not a composition. 

As a second example, newly proposed claims 65-69 wouldbe rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, for lack of enablement.

Applicants arguments have been fully considered, but do not overcome the standing grounds of 
rejection because the arguments presented are directed to the claims as amended, but the proposed claim 
amendments have not been entered.
